BOSTON, June 30 (AP)—Rob- 
ert H. Best, American newspa- 
per man who worked as a radio 
propagandist for the Nazis for 
$200 a month, was sentenced to- 
day to te imprisonment for 
treason.” United States District 
Judge Francis J. W, Ford also 
fined Best $10,000. 

Judge Ford imposed the sen- 
tence after hearing T. Vincent 
Quinn, assistant United States At- 
torney General appeal for the 
death penalty. Best's counsel, 
Charles W. Bartlett, asked the 
court for leniency on the ground 
that Best was “a fanatic, a cru- 
sader—doing what he thought 
best for his country.” 

Best, himself, read a four-page 
prepared statement and in addi- 
tion he extemporaneously told the 
court that: 

“If the people (of the United 
States) had followed my advice 
and impeached the Administration 
in Washington, thousands of 
Americans would now be alive in- 
stead of dead in Europe.” 

Judge Ford declared that Best 
“knew what he was doing. When 
a man intends to betray his 
country his motive is immaterial. 
The thin, partly bald minister’s 
son was convicted April 16, his 
fifty-second birthday. A native of 
Sumter, S. C., and a veteran of 
World War I, he was given a 
college scholarship for travel and 
study in Europe more than 25 
years ago. When World War II 
borke out he decided to remain in 
Germany. 

He ‘admitted participating in 
broadcast roundtable discussions 
with William Joyce Lord Haw 
Haw” of the German radio. Joyce 
was executed in England.

He asserted 
that the tax evasion charge was 
based on a net income of the 
Patenotres of $8,769,108.27, most of 
it representing net profit from the 
sale of the paper. 

Assignment for Mrs. Patenotre 
and her son was set for July 7. 
If convicted they could be sen- 
tenced to a five-year term and 
fined $10,000. 

Mrs. Patenotre is the daughter 
of the late James Elverson Sr. of 
Philadelphia. She was married to 
Jules Patenotre, French Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, in 1894. 
As a result she became a French 
citizen. 

Her son was born .in Atlantic 
City, N. J., while the father was 
Ambassador. He was a member 
of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties in the late 1920s and served 
as Under Secretary for National 
Economy in French cabinets be- 
tween 1932-34. 

Mrs. Patenotre and her son re- 
turned only recently from Paris. 


The Inquirer was bought back 
by the Patenotre family in 1934. 
Two years later-it was sold to the 
late Moses (Moe) Annenberg. An- 
nenberg, head of an extensive fi- 
nancial empire based on racing 
publications, served 23 months for 
income tax evasion.

Harry W. Schuermann, reputed 
policy king, owes 940 in fed- 
eral income tax and penalties for 
the years 1942-1946, a government 
witness today told a jury in United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen’s court, where Schuermann 
is on trial on a charge of incom 
tax evasion. 
The witness, W. C. Ross, a spe- 
cial Internal Revenue Bureau 
agent, gave the amount of the al- 


gating large sums handled by 
Schuermann. The government had 
stated originally the defendant paid 
$10,777 income tax in the four-year 
period and eharged he owed $152,- 
398 on unreported income. 

Chart Used in Testimony. 

Ross testified from a large chart 
on which the sums the prosecution 
said the defendant handled in ex- 
cess of his reported income were 
set out. Unable to find specific 
sources of Schuerman’s income, 
the government is trying the case 
on the theory the jury will arrive 
at the approximate income figure 
through a study of the sums 
Schuermann distributed in loans 
to associates. Defense objections 
that a showing of disbursements 
does not prove income were over- 
ruled, 

Ross ‘as the Government’s last 
witness in chief and the defense 
opened with a brief statement by 
Attorney Robert Kratky, who told 
the jury that Schuermann made 
“several hundred thousand dol- 
lars“ as a handbook operator. 
Kratky said his client began hand- 
book operations i a small way 
in 1921 and ultimately owned eight 
handbooks. 

Had Money in Home. 

“For various reasons, Mr. 
Schuermann kept money in his 
home and in 1942 had money in 
the homes of several friends,” the 
attorney stated, 

Kratky said that the defense 
would show through character 
witnesses that Schuermann had a 
good reputation for honesty, and 
added the observation that the 
defendant’s income tax returns 
accurately reflected his income 
from 1942 to 1946. 

The defense was permitted to 
call character witnesses for 
Schuermann out of turn before 
presenting its principal evidence.

Reports Rising Tide of i 


Democratic Sentiment, 


Will Accept. 


Leon Henderson, chairman of 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
says there is a rising tide of sen- 
timent for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower for the Democratic presi- 


dential nomination. He nks 
Eisenhower would accept a draft. 
The former OPA administrator 
also told reporters yesterday he 
believed ther. is a possibility that 
President Truman “will listen to 
the advice of good friends and 
loyal Democrats” and withdraw 
his candidacy. 

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee and the White House are 
“putting on pressure N to 
induce people to get on a band 
wagon that really has no wheels 
and no modern atomic age pro- 
pulsion,” he said. 

He apparently referred to a call 
at the White House yesterday by 
Daniel J. Tobin, AFL. Teamsters’ 
Union president and former 
Roosevelt campaigner who recent- 
ly was quoted as refusing to Serve 
as an Indiana delegate to the 
national convention. 

Tobin, after a 75-minute confer- 
ence with the President, refused 
to say whom~ he favored for 
President. Truman’s press secre- 
tary, Charles G. Ross, said the 
President and Tobin “had a very 
pleasant talk about the political 
situation.” 

Advice to Truman. 

Henderson said his “second-hand 
knowledge” is that the President 
has been advised by certain lead- 
erss that “he cannot win in No- 
vember and that he will be charged 
with the disintegration of the 
Democratic party” if he runs. 

He contended Truman was far 
from having the nomination “bot- 
tled up.“ If either Eisenhower or 
Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas declares his candidacy; 
the President will not be nomi- 
nated, Henderson asserted. 

The A. D. A. anti-Communist lib- 
eral group, has campaigned among 
convention delegates and party 
leaders for an open convention.“ 
It has favored either Eisenhower 
or Douglas. 

Henderson predicted Eisenhower 
could beat Gov, Thomas E. Dewey, 
the Republican presidential candi- 
date, but said he believed Douglas 
would “have a tougher time.” 

He estimated that with 618 con- 
vention votes required for nomina- 
tion, the President could count 
only on a “shaky” 310 pledged or 
instructed delegates. Of the re- 
maining votes, Henderson said, 
816% are uninstructed, 81% 
pledged to others, and 26 in Vir- 
ginia remain to be picked Friday.

But this apparent willingness to 
econciliate the differences was ad- 
vanced without a sign of knuck- 
ling under to Russian pressure.

close co-operation with the Com- 
munist countries into the errors 
of nationalism. 

It claimed, moreover, that those 
accusations were laid down with- 
out Yugoslav Communists having 
been given a chance to defend 
themselves. 

“A historic injustice has been 
done,” the Yugoslav reply said, 
“and this will be taken advantage 
of by ,imperialistic enemies for 
propaganda and slander.” 

The reply even took issue with 
the all-powerful Russian Polit- 
buro, molder of Soviet strategy. 

“The Bolshevik Politburo did 
not wish to discuss the subject, 
and does not try to put away the 
lies about” the governing central 
committee of Yugoslavia’s Com- 
munists, the reply said. 


It complained that neither the 
magazine published in Belgrade 
by the Communist International 
Information Bureau (Cominform) 
nor the Soviet press ever print 
“the enormous suc- 
cesses of Yugoslavia in its work 
on reconsruction and socializa- 


tion and the five-year plan. They 
should not be silent when facts 


prove it.“ = 

The first charges against the 
Yugoslav party, the reply said, 
were made by the central commit- 
tee of the All-Union (Bolshevik) 


Communist party in a letter dated 
March 20. 

This letter notified Yugoslavia | 
that the other members of the 
Cominform had been told of the 
charges.

That Roosevelt did not lack 
fighting quality, even when he 
faced defeat, was never more viv- 
idly demonstrated than in his ill- 
fated battle to “pack” the Supreme 
Court in early New Deal days, 
when the Court was methodically 
kayoing each new piece of New 
Deal legislation. 

“The whole world knows that, 


while at first it appeared that the 


President would be strong enough 
to carry his reform through Con- 
gress,” Ickes relates, “he was out- 
maneuvered in the end, largely 
by Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, who fought determinedly, 
with all his great skill, to avoid 
the stigma upon the Court that 
the adoption of the President’s 
plan would have meant.”

The Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen formally presented its 
demand for a wage increase of 25 
per cent today to major railroads 
here and throughout the country.

Tha central fact in the St. Louis milk a 
tion is a simple one. 
miles of St. Louis, between two and three times 
as much milk is produced as would be required 
to supply the Grade-A market, yet the city has 
to import from the Chicago milkshed each year 
some 40,000,000 pounds of milk. 

This is most unfortunate, fo nereases the 
cost of milk and cream here ty 3500,000 a year; 
it brings in milk whose inspection, uceording to 
Health Commissioner Bredeck, is distinctly in- 
ferior to St. Louis standards of inspection; and 
it deprives dairy farmers in the St. Louis area 
of the premium they might earn if they were 
persuaded to divert from cheese and butter 
enough Grade-A milk to supply the deficit. 


This is the situation which led Mayor Kauf- 
mann to appoint early last fall the Citizens’ Milk 
Investigation Committee. The committee has 
now delivered its report. This report loses much 
of the force it should have had because it fails 
to address itself sufficiently to the basic facts 


and is diverted, instead, into a rather heated de- 
fense of Dr. Bredeck’s administration of the 


Sanitary Milk Ordinance. 

That Dr. Bredeck has held St. Louis milk to 
high sanitary standards has nowhere been seri- 
ously questioned. It was and is questioned that 
his department has done what it should to main- 
tain good relationships with dairy farmers and 


to persuade a sufficient number of them to enter 


and remain in the St. Louis fluid milk market. 
* : — — 


In spite of this flaw, however, the Citizens 


Cémmittee has made some excellent recommen- | 


dations meriting serious consideration by Mayor 
Kaufmann and the City Health Department. 


The Milk Market Administration set up for 


this area under the Department of Agriculture 


undoubtedly reflects the interests of dairy farm- | 
ers and dairy companies, and leaves those of the 


consuming public relatively unprotected. The 
committee recommends the Milk Market Admin- 
istration’s functions be defined to include su- 
pervisory control in the public interest. It also 
recommends that the Market Advisory Commit- 
tee contemplated in the law, but never estab- 
lished, be appointed, with strong, independent 
consumer representation.“ 

Next, the committee recommends a change in 
the complex pooling arrangements which govern 
the net price paid dairy farmers, according to 
the percentage of their milk which goes into 
bottles and the amount which goes into con- 
densed milk, butter or cheese. The weighted 
price is now determined by the ratio of use of 
individual distributors. The committee wants 
this changed so that the same weighted price 
will be paid to all farmers regardless of what 
dairy gets their milk. This arrangement prevails 


in most cities as large as St. Louis and should 


make for a more competitive situation here. 
The committee also suggests the establishment 
of a non-profit co-operative to pasteurize and dis- 
tribute milk in low-income areas of the city. 
This would serve not only to get more milk to 
children whose health demands that they have 


more, but might provide a yardstick to judge 


prices charged by regular milk distributors. 
The committee implies, but has not dared sug- 
gest, that pressure be brought against the Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ Union to require repeal of dis- 
criminatory charges for the delivery of milk in 
paper bottles. The change is in order, for pack- 
aged milk is perhaps the one best immediate bet 
fer bringing prices in line. 1 


* * * 
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The committee defends Commissioner Bredeck 
against the charge that he and his inspectors 
have unnecessarily alienated dairy farmers and 
so decreased the city’s supply of fluid milk. It 
does, however, recommend that the Health Com- 
missioner undertake a program of public health 
education which apparently would include ap- 
peals to dairy farmers now producing for con- 
denseries and creameries to turn to the fluid 
milk market. It also recommends a softening 
of the rules to permit dairy farms with good 
records for clean milk to be transferred to new 
owners without the necessity of wholly replac- 
ing physically substandard barns and equip- 
ment. 

As a final major recommendation, the commit- 
tee suggests that the Federal Trade Commission 
be asked to investigate possible “interlocking in- 
terests and activities” between the St. Louis 
Dairy Co. and the Sanitary Milk Producers and 
their respective parent organizations, the Na- 
tional Dairy Products Corp. and the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association. 

Such an investigation is likely to benefit the 
public, but it should be broadened to include ac- 
counting for the weighted price paid the farmer 
by all majer dairies. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission made an investigation in St. Louis look- 
ing in this direction in the middle 30s, but it 
was never properly followed up. 

Now that the committee’s report is on the 
table, it is up to Mayor Kaufmann and Commis- 
sioner Bredeck to act. This report should escape 
the too-usual fate of such reports, which is to 
be briéfly talked about and then forgotten. 
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Why Deny the Obvious? 


If the Hertenstein affair continues apace, 
there will be no doldrums in the City Hall this 
summer. While Mayor Kaufmann was saying 
that he had “complete faith and confidence” in 
his administrative assistant, the Civil Service 
Commission was confronted with new charges 
against the man. This despite the fact. that it 
had ruled last week that he should be dismissed 
forthwith. Such blasts and counterblasts could 
be sounded for months. 

The Mayor, we believe, is using the wrong 
tactics. Perhaps Mr. Hertenstein can win vin- 
dication in the courts on the particular count of 
political activity on which the commission based 
its dismissal order. It would be surprising, how- 
ever, if some such charge could not be made to 
stick sooner or later, 
is politics. He is the Mayor’s Jim Farley. 

Why not acknowledge this? And why not go 
to the commission with an appeal to remove his 
position from the list of those in which political 
activity is forbidden? Such a request would be 
reasonable; and the commission has the power 
to comply with it. Surely, it would recognize that 
an elected mayor needs a political liaison man. 

Such an exemption, however, should not be 
considered as a dispensation from governmental

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A Silent Air Crash Witness 


Effective tomorrow under à Civil Aeronautics 
Board regulation all scheduled passenger air- 
liners must carry a small, simple device known 
as a flight recorder. This barographic instru- 
ment continuously records altitude and time 
during flight. At the end of a trip a glance 
at the inked graph reveals whether the plane's 
flight was abnormal in any way. It discloses 
the pilot whose rough handling of the controls 
may give the passengers a bduncey ride. It 
shows whether the pilot flew too close to ter- 
rain obstacles. 

Moreover, it can keep a highly significant rec- 
ord of the last few minutes, even seconds, be- 
fore a plane crash. Carried near the tail and 
well protected, this rugged little recorder has 
a good chance of being found intact after an 
accident. ) 

Several airlines installed recorders in some of 
their planes before the outbreak of war stopped 
the device’s manufacture. One of these planes 
mysteriously fell to pieces at an altitude of 10,- 
000 feet. over central California in November; 
1944. It fell immediately after the radio opera- 


tor had sent a routine message indicating that 


all was well. The bodies of the 24 persons 
aboard were scattered over a mile. The CAB 
investigators found no evidence of explosion, fire, 
collision or lightning or hail damage. Luckily, 
they found the flight recorder. 
dicated that the plane had been upset and broken 
to‘pieces by turbulent air. Solving of this mys- 
tery enabled plane manufacturers to strengthen 
their planes to guard against similar accidents. 

If the DC-6 that crashed in Pennsylvania on 
June 17 had been carrying a flight recorder it 
might have been of aid in solving this mysterious 
crash. In the event of other airliner crashes, 
this little instrument may be counted on to re- 
veal almost as much to a CAB investigator as 
fingerprints reveal to a detective at a murder 
scene. 


To Utopia ¥ Via Ke 

Calamity-howlers should take a look at what 
is happening at Berkeley, Calif., as reported by 
the distinguished science reporter, William L. 
Laurence, in a dispatch reprinted under the car- 
toon today. Thanks to a byproduct of atomic 
energy, the University of California is hot on 
the trail of one of the innermost secrets of life 
—photosynthesis, the process by which plants 
turn the energy of the sun into foods. 

What a blow to howlers of calamity and the 
makers of it, from Malthus to the monopolists, 
when the sea can be farmed, when butter can 


be produced from onetime useless weeds, when . 


enough to feed all the millions of the world 
abundantly can be produced cheaply and easily 
in tanks of seawater! And that is the consum- 
mation which the Berkeley scientists are seeking. 

In the kind of world which these researchers 


foreshadow, there can be little place for the ~ 


dour theorist holding that because we can never 
have enough for all, we must have few enough 
for what we've got. There can be no smallest 
niche for cornerers of the wheat market, patent- 
ers and licensers of the right to eat, cartelists 
of scarcity and exorbitance, who make the calam- 
ities to howl about. 

It is a hopeful thing to reflect that what the 
lawmaker, the philanthropist, the social worker 
and the working citizen have been unable to 
come anywhere near doing, the man of research 
may make inevitable. 

We will settle for the kind of Utopia which 
the scientists of Berkeley are looking toward, or 
any fraction thereof. 
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Two Criminals of Bataan 

The two Japanese army officers who are to be 
hanged for their part in the Bataan death march 
fully deserve their punishment.

With atomic “tracers,” scientists are finding the secret of plant 
growth and how to control it; this creates an opportunity to make 
endlessly plentiful sea plants produce any food element; science 
writer foresees “adequate diet for the world’s entire population.” 


William L. Laurence in the New York Times 


BERKELEY, Calif. 
As a result of new discoveries in photo- 


synthesis, the process of food production by 


plants upon which all life on earth de- 
pends, man is now on the eve of one of the 
greatest achievements in his history—the 
creation of food to provide an adequate 
diet for the world’s entire population. 


While Malthusian Jeremiahs have been 
predicting dire consequences as a result of 
a population increase too great for the 
earth to support, scientists at the Univer- 
sity of California, using atomic energy as a 
tool for penetrating the mysteries of plant 
life, have unraveled one mystery after an- 
other in the fundamental processes in- 
volved in the production of food, until the 
point has been reached where simple sin- 
gle-celled ts (algae), easily grown either 
in fresh sea water, can be trained to 
produce edible foods in great abundance. 


Th reshola of Marine F arming 


The. discoveries of the secrets of plant 
life have paved thé way for the first 


time to a. new type of agriculture, namely, 


marine agriculture. Instead of tilling the 
soil with the sweat of his brow, the “ma- 
rine farmer” of the near future will culti- 
vate an endless variety of sea plants, trained 
by chemistry to produce foods in great 
abundance at little cost, scientists believe. 


The studies on photosynthesis, supported 


dy the United States Atomic Energy Corn- 


mission, are being carried out under the 
direction of Dr. Melvin Calvin, professor 
of chemistry at the University of Califor- 
nia, in collaboration with Dr. Andrew A. 
Benson, research chemist in the radiation 
laboratory, assisted by. younger scientists. 


Photosynthesis is the process whereby 
plants are able to create the food supply 
for man and animal, as well as for the 
plants themselves, thus making possible the 
maintenance of life on earth. As the name 
implies, it means the synthesis of food by 
means of light. Through the agency of the 
green substance named chlorophyll, the 
plants, both land and marine, possess the 
ability to harness the energy of the sun 
and put it to work in synthesizing the 
various Plant substances, proteins, fats, 
sugars and vitamins, out of the carbon 
dioxide and water in the atmosphere and a 
few minerals from the soil. 


Power From the Sin 


The plants not only synthesize 88 they 
also break them down to provide kor their 
own living. By making plants breathe in 
an atmosphere of carbon dioxide in which 
the carbon is of the artificial radioactiv 
variety, it became possible to trace the 
various plant products. | 


Scientists agree that the 3 of the 
mystery of photosynthesis, now, possegsed 
only by the plant, is bound to Jead to the 
realization of two of man’s most cherished 
dreams—production of abundant food for 


the world’s population and the direct nar- 
nessitig of the energy of the un as an in- 


exhaustible source of power. 5 
One of the fundamental discoveries made 


by Dr. Calvin and his associates is that 
chlorophyll has a phosphorescent’ quality, 


that enables it to “hold on” to energy in 


the form of sunlight long eneugh for this 
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energy to be transformed in chemical re- 
actions into sugars and other substances. 


The second discovery revealed that there 
are two distinct processes involved in pho- 
tosynthesis. The first involves chlorophyil, 
sunlight and water. 


Light from the sun, which ts-a form of 
electromagnetic energy, is converted by the 
chlorophyll, in a manner as yet unknown, 
into chemical energy. The chlorophyll uses 
the sunlight to split the water into oxygen 
and hydrogen. The oxygen is. given off, 
while ‘the hydrogen is used to form a re- 
ducing substance, the substance that holds 
on to the light of the sun after it had been 
transformed into chemical energy. 


Control by the Chemist 


When the light is allowed to shiné on 
the plant for a few minutes, enough of the 
reducing substance is producéd to form a 
reducing reservoir. This reservoir is a 
veritable storage of chemical energy, and 
is utilized by the plant in the second stage 
of photosynthesis. 


In this second stage, the chemical en- 
ergy in the reservoir fashions the plant 
stuffs, sugars and other energy substances, 
out of the carbon dioxide. 


Also in this second stage of photosyn- 
thesis, the group traced three distinct path- 
ways. One leads to the production of 
sugars; the second to fats, and the third 
to proteins. It is these last discoveries that 
promise a vast increase in the world’s food 
supply, possibly within a year or so. For 
the chemist, knowing the pathways taken 
by the plant to create its foodstuffs, can 
block some of them and thus force the 
plant to create more of the foods desired. 


Butter Without the Cow 


For example, it is possible chemically to 
block off the pathways leading to the pro- 


‘duction of sugars and starches and force 
‘the plant to utilize the materials. ordinarily 


going into sugars to create essential fats 
and proteins. Each particular plant can 
be trained for a special purpose, in accord- 
ance with its special characteristics. Some 
may be made to produce excellent butter at 
a price much cheaper than dairy butter, 
others to produce proteins or vitamins. 


The plants holding out the greatest prom- 
ise, and the earliest, are the single-celled 
algae, both fresh water and marine types. 
The marine varieties can be grown in large 
tanks of sea water, needing nothing but 
sunlight. They grow very fast, and pro- 
duce all the vital food elements. The ex- 
traction of the food could be done very 
cheaply, early studies indicate. l 


The production of. food out of sea plants 


opens up vast possibilities for arid areas 


near the sea, that at present cannot be ir- 


_rigated. Such areas could be irrigated with 


sea water for the growing of sea plants, 


such as algae, trained to produce essential 
foodstuffs in practically limitless quantities.

The reputation of George Eliot has suf- 
fered greatly from general misunderstand- 
ings of her life and character, Many peo- 
a hee et shag? beta hae hk aaa 
because she chose to live with G. H. Lewes 
as his wife even though he had one wife 
already. Readers of her novels often found 
her works heavy because of the intellectual 
qualities of her mind—qualities which 
threatened to obscure her fine narrative 
talents.

Danger in Germany. 


The danger signals on the for- 
eign front are plain enough. The 
next two to four weeks may see 
the need for decision on Germany 
that should be taken only by a 
unified government, representative 
of a broad range of opinion. 

It would be hard to minimize 
the seriousness of the contest with 
Russia that is now going on in 
Berlin. Out of it may come the 
dread inevitability of armed con- 
flict that all policy-makers have 
hoped to avert. It is just possible, 
however, that there is a trend 
here at home that, if unchecked, 
can produce results almost as ser- 


ious. 

That is the spiral of inflation 
which has now brought prices to 
the highest level ever recorded. 
It this upward trend continues 
for the next six months, then the 
possibility of averting a crash will 
have been, narrowed almost to 
zero. The incoming President will 
be handed a time bomb guaran- 
teed to go off in late 1950, or per- 
haps earlier. 


No Special Session. 


Along with that time bomb will 
go a 250-billion-dollar debt that 
costs the taxpayers five billion dol- 
lars a year just for interest. The 
existence of the debt will make it 
far more difficult for the Presi- 
dent to overcome the effects of 
the crash through spending for 
public works and relief. 

Conceivably, the President might 
recall Congress if the showdown 
with Russia moved to the point of 
extreme peril. And, conceivably 
on such a grave issue, the Repub- 
lican Congress would come back 
to co-operate with the Democratic 
President. 

But it is impossible to imagine 


the President calling 


to those 
the last thing he wants. 


On a Rampage. 


Truman. A Congress called back 
to Washington in the summer 
heat and in the middle of a cam- 
paign would be about as co-oper- 
ative as a Brahma bull on the 
rampage. Nothing would come 
out of it but the 1 and con- 
tinuous sound of politics. 

At his first press conference 
after his nomination, Gov. Dewey 
was asked if he favored having 
Congress return. He replied with 
the crisp authority that marks the 
Dewey manner that he believed it 
would not be necessary. On the 
eve of the G.O.P. convention, Can- 
didate Dewey poured praise on 
the record of the Eightieth Con- 


gress. 

Candidate Dewey would, of 
course, have no more control over 
a Congress called back to Wash- 
ington than would President Tru- 
man. He wants no responsibility 
for what he calls the “chaos” of 
Washington. What is more, con- 
gressional leaders of the old 
school, who lost every battle in 
Philadelphia, have no reason at 
this point to love Candidate 
Dewey. 


More Inflation. 


So the swift tide of change will 
continue to work and, if the eco- 
nomic experts are right, the black 
line on the price index will con- 
tinue to climb. The explosive 
charge in the time bomb will be 
bigger and more powerful. 

The figures are already pretty 
startling. Food, which for the 
average family is the most impor- 
tant single item in the cost of 
living, is at 211, about a half a 
percentage point more than it was 
at the peak in January of this 
year. That is 44 points higher 
than in June of 1946, the last 
month OPA was in effect. It is 
125 points higher than in August, 
1939. 

As of today, the likelihood is 
that Dewey will get the economic 
time bomb on Jan. 20 next year. 
The dangerous stuff that went 
into it has come from many 
sources. But he will have to thank 
the Republican Congress for add- 
ing the last charge of dynamite, 
which was that five-billion-dollar 
tax reduction.

AND VENEZUELAN 


BOLIVAR, Mo., June 30 (AP)— 
Mayor Doyle C. McCraw took 
stock of a hundred last-minute 
details today and said officially 
that livar is ready to receive 
the heads of two nations next 
Monday. 

The visitors are President Tru- 
man, and President Gallegos of 
Venezuela who will present the 
people of the United States with 
a $100,000 statue of Simon Bolivar.

These are gold-plated mementoes, 
each nine inches long. They will 
be presented to the heads of state 
when they arrive on the presiden- 
tial train here about 9:30 Monday 
morning.

NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE, Ont. 
June 30 (AP)—William Perkins 
Bull, noted author and lawyer, 
died here today. Bull, who helped 
finance the early expeditions of 
Rear Adm. Richard E. Byrd and 
the late Roald Amundsen, had 
wide business interests including 
Cuban sugar plantations. He was 
the author of a number of histori- 
cal works. He was 78 years old. 

Bull figured in a legal fight 
which attracted continent-wide at- 
tention involving the estate of Mrs, 


Mabelle Horlick Sidley, Chicago’ 


heiress to the Horlick malted milk 
fortune. She died at Bull's To- 
ronto home in July 1938, after liv- 
ing there for some years.

Mr. Knight was president of the 
St. Louis Flying Club early in 
1927, when Lindbergh, then a lit- 
tle known air mail pilot, formed 
his plan of flying the Atlantic, 
and sought to raise the money 
needed for a plane. Lindbergh 
and Maj. William B. Robertson 
went to Mr. Knight, who agreed 
to undertake the financing, after 
Lindbergh put up his $2000 sav- 
ings and the Robertson Aircraft 
Corp. promised $1000, 

Mr. Knight went to Harold M. 
Bixby, who was president of the 


president of State National Bank. 
The bank agreed to lend Bixby 
and Knight $15,000 on a 30-day 


collateral. Guarantors of the 
loan, including the elder Knight, 
were enlisted, and a draft for the 
amount needed was mailed to 
Lindbergh in San Diego; Calif. 
The Spirit of St. Louis was built 
in San Diego, and was used by 
Lindbergh in the epic solo flight 
from New York to Paris, May 
20-21, 1927. 

Mr. Knight and a group of as- 
sociates’ acquired control of the 
American Wine Co., St. Louis con- 
cern,:in 1933, shortly before the 
repeal of the. national prohibition 
law, and held it until 1937, when 
the Henkel Wine Co. of Germany, 
for whom Joachim von Ribben- 
trop was a salesman, purchased 
the stock. The property was tak- 
en over by the alien property cus- 
'todian, after the United States 
went to war with Germany. When 
it was sold, Knight was an unsuc- 
cessful bidder. He continued for 
a time to have an interest in the 
company, and served as a director. 

He was a supporter of the 
movement for a Missouri Valley 
Authority, and served as treas- 
urer of the St. Louis Committee 
for MVA. He wrote and spoke in 
behalf of this plan, drawing argu- 
ments from the benefits conferred 
by the Tennessee Valley Authori- 
ty on its territory. 

He was an amateur flyer, but 
was not a licensed pilot, when a 
plane flown by him crashed at 
Lambert-St. Louis field in 1928. 
Neither he nor his passenger was 
injured.

Sr., industrialist, author and 
philanthropist, died yesterday at 
his summer — e a week 
after being stricken ill. He was 
68 years old.

Fix It Yourself

CCORDING to my records the 
Ax thing in this world that 
no one has found a way to 

charge you for is the air you 
breathe. You ean breathe all you 
want and it won’t cost you a cent.

A this family disagreement: “As I understand your directions,” 

writes one sister, “a mouthful of meat may be carried to 
the mouth with the fork in the left hand, while the knife is 
retained in cutting position in the right. To me, this sounds 
correct only when eating meat or other food that has to be 
cut with a knife. But my sister who is following your advice 
literally insists that we eat everything with the fork held 
in the left hand, whether spearing or lifting. She will go 
through her entire dinner without changing this position of 
her knife and fork. She does it even when everything on her 
plate could be cut with the fork and also uses her knife to 
pile food onto the back of her fork. This does not make any 
sense at all.

The ugliness of piling food up against the tines of a fork 
illustrates the probable reason why the exaggerated zigzagging 
of the fork came about.

Wonder How the Old Folks Are at Home 


Answer: They re Ea All Right, if They pen to Be Members of Three Clubs Here 


By Clarissa Start — 


LDERLY people need planned 
recreational activities to keep 
them out of mischief as much 


care of as the ic re res ate 
juniors of teen towns. 

These three clubs for oldsters, 
now in full swing, are at King- 
dom House, Council House, and 
Wesley House, and one of them, 


the Roosevelt Club at Council 


House, 5625 Wells avenue, a club 
for Jewish persons and sponsored 


by the Jewish Federation, has be- 


come so popular that the Federa- 
tion is opening three additional 
branches in other neighborhoods. 


“They do everything here from 
making quilts to dancing,” Bigford 
Krasner, medical social worker in 
charge of the club, said, as we 
looked in on a folk dance which, 
despite the heat of the day, was 
a pretty spirited performance. 


„That's a Russian-Jewish dance, 


called the Sher,” he explained. 
“Most of our members are not 
American-born and many of them 
do not speak English. We hold our 
meetings in English but when 
they talk among themselves they 


speak Yiddish, And they love 


these dances.” 

The Roosevelt Club — members 
picked that name because of their 
admiration for the late President, 
and because they didn't like to be 
called the “old folks club”—was 
already under way when Leon P. 
Beck, present director of Council 
House took over. It started in 
1945 with five men and two 
women at that time sponsored by 
Council House and the Jewish 
Family Service Bureau. It has 
grown to 23 men and 31 women, 
ranging in age from 55-year-old 
Jenny Cohen, the club’s secretary, 
to 82-year-old Sam Spiegelman. 

“Everybody wants to get in 
now,” Mrs. Cohen said. “And no 
wonder. We have so much fun, I 
never miss.a meeting.” 

Well organized activities ac- 
count for the popularity of the 
club. There are business and 
social meetings every Monday aft- 
ernoon and Thursday evening, and 
during the winter months, arts 
and crafts projects take up an ad- 
ditional afternoon. 

“We try to make the club as 
time-filling as possible,” Krasner 
Said, “to give them something to 
occupy their minds. Most of them 
are unemployed; quite a few re- 
ceive some sort of assistance from 
their children or from organiza- 
tions. 

“This gives them something to 
look forward to. We participate 
in community drives, pick up old 
clothes and newspapers. We have 
lecturers on contemporary topics, 
and during fall and winter a 
movie program.” 

In addition to the card playing 
and dancing social meetings, they 
celebrate such events as Father's 
day and birthdays with a party 
and small gifts for members, 
which also does a lot for morale. 
As one old man said, when he re- 
ceived a gift, “It’s not so much 
the idea of getting a handkerchief 
free, but the fact that somebody 
wanted to give it to me.” 

Krasner, who has a master of 
medical social work degree from 
the George Warren Brown school 
of social work at Washington Uni- 
versity, wrote his thesis on the 
club, and did a great deal of re- 
search work on the need that the 
elub fills. 

“It’s not so much that we do

things for them,” he sums it up, 
“as that, increasingly, we have 
them do things for themselves and 
for each other.” 

Newest of the clubs for elderly 
people is the one at Wesley House, 
4448 Washington boulevard, where 
L. C. Gardner, staff worker in 
charge of the club, goes on the 
slogan-sounding theory, “Old folks 
are people.” Organized in March, 
the club has a membership of 19, 
and its members are 80 loyal, 
Gardner says, that they write or 
telephone if they find they can’t 
attend a meeting. He has found, 
like other workers in charge of 
these clubs, that members, even in 
straitened financial circumstances, 
want to contribute something to 
the club, toward its game and re- 
freshment fund. 

“We've also found that the best 
pastimes are group games such 
as bingo or pinochle,“ he said, 
“though they like other games 
such as dominoes or checkers, too. 
And very often, just being to- 
gether, talking and visiting is en- 
tertainment enough.”

HE question of how quickly - 
aces — be taken by the 
defenders, depends on the in- 
formation may have acquired 
during the bidding and in previous 
stages of play. Let's look at a 
typical case: 
West, dealer.
